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RIGINAL ANECDOTES OF FREDERICK 
WILLIAM 1. King of Prussia. 
Frederick William I. of Prussia, in the 
Yee-uniag of his reiga, often wrote his cab- 
‘net orders himself. When erecting St. 
Ping

Peter’s Church at Berlin, the king,to hasten 
the building of the steeple, ordered that the 
workmen should not keep holiday on Mon- 
day, but should work on that day. This 
caused mutiny among them, which was not 
suppressed till the governor of Berlin, gen- 
eral Glasenapp, had them dispersed by the 
military, and several put in prison. He re- 
ported this circumstance to the king at Pots- 
dam, from whom he received an answer in 
his own hand-writing. The general open- 
ed the note, which was written so illegibly, 
that notwithstanding all his pains, he could 
not make any more than the following words 
‘you must hang Ring—— before I come.’ 
The governor applied to every one about 
him for advice, but all to no purpose. At 
last he recollected that one of the officers of 
the Berlin garrison was named Ring. He 
was a brave, and worthy man ; but as the 
king was to come to Berlin on the following 
day, before noon, no time was to be lost in 
executing his orders. General Glasenapp 
had the officer taken into custody, and or- 
dered him to prepare for death at nine o’- 
clock on the following morning. The ar- 
rangements for the execution were all made, 
and the governor only waited the appoint- 
ed hour, when, at the critical moment, the 
private secretary of the king, M. von Mar- 
shall, happily arrived at Berlin. The gen- 
eral asked him, quite unconcernedly, ‘ when 
will the king come ?’—‘ At ten o'clock ;’ 
was the reply. ¢ Then I can give the poor 
devil, Ring, half an hour more to prepare 
himself better for death.? § What do you 
mean by that ?? asked Marschal, surprised. 
‘fam ordered to have Lieutenant Ring 
executed before the king comes.’? * Why ?? 
‘1 do not know ; he may perhaps be inno- 
cent, but the king will have it.’ ‘I don’t 
know a word of that,’ replied the Marschal. 
‘LT have my cabinet order to that effect.’ 
‘ Let me see it.’ The general then showed 
the order to the secretary, who, after hav- 
ing perused it, said, * There is not a word 
here, that an officer of the name of Ring 
is to be executed.’ * What then is in itr’ 
‘It is a resolution, in reply to your report 
on the tumult of the Wim; and the 
king orders, you must proceed in a su.ima- 
ry manner, and hang the ringleaders before 
fe arrives to-morrew.”? ‘ Well, that is a- 
nother thing,’ said the general, and gave 
orders that Ring should be set at liberty. 
The general had now learnt the real mean- 
ing of the king; his orders must be execu- 
ted and nota moment was to be lost. In 
his zeal for his Majesty’s service he was 
not long in coming to a resolution. Seve- 
ral workmen were in arrest, and general 
Glasenapp chose one of them, without en- 
quiring into the degree of his guilt, because 
he had red hair. He was led to the gal- 
lows and hung. No great penetration is 
necessary, to be sensible of the difference 
ofthe years 1720 and 1820, and the pro- 
gress which has been made, in the interval, 
in humanity and moral improvement. 

To the evening parties of Frederick 
William a Major of the name of Jurgas had 
admission. Though possessing a very lim- 
ited stock of knowledge,he affected the man 
of letters; and as the king, especially in 
the first year of his reign, had a great dis- 
like to every thing that had the appearance 
of learning, this affectation was doubly dis- 
pleasing to him, he said to the Major, ‘ You 
area fool.’ The Major, who was already 
a little intoxicated, replied, ‘ He is a rascal 
that says so !? and instantly left the room. 
All who were present were quite confound- 
ed, but the king was the most composed, 
and after thinking some time said. ‘ I have 
provoked him, and it is not to be wondered 
at if he falls into a passion. But I am an 
officer as well as he; asa brave soldier I 
cannot suffer an affront ; 1 am ready to set- 
tle the affair either with sword or pistol.’ 
Every one objected tothe proposal. ‘ Itis 
true, (said several) that your Majesty isa 
king without fear and without reproach, as 
well as Bayard, but there is no proportion 
between a monarch at the head of a state, 
and another officer, when the question is to 
settle private differences.’ ‘ But how shall 
I have satisfaction for my offended honour ?” 
said the king, dissatisfied. ‘Why (said 
some) another officer may challenge Major 
Von Jurgas, for having offended his supe- 
rior” -A duel with sabres was then pro- 
posed, to be fought by the officer next the 
king in the battalion of the guards. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Von Einsiedel according- 
ly challenged Major Von Jurgas. They 
fought, and the Lieutenant Colonel received 
a slight wound in his arm. Immediately 
after the duel he went and gave an account 
of it tothe king. There was a knapsack 
lying in the king’s room; Look at that 
knapsack,’ said his majesty. E/insiedel 
took it up, examined it closely, and then 
huog it over his shoulders. ‘ Would you 
be able to cross the strects to your quar- 
ters, (asked the king,) if the knapsack 
were full of money ?? * Why not?’ repli- 
ed the Lieutenant Colonel. The king 
smiled and said, ‘I will take you at your 
word. But I must really see it’ The 
Lieutenant Colonel then gave him the knap- 





sack, which he took, and going into the

calling Einsiedel, he asked him, ‘Can you 
carry it now?’ He was answered in the 
affirmative ; when he assisted him up with 
the knapsack, which was extremely heavy, 
and then said, ‘Go!’ The Lieutenant 
Colonel set off, and tne king, with ardent 
pleasure, looked out of the window after 
him, as bending under his load, he proceed- 
ed slowly to his quarters. 

Nothing could vex Frederick William so 
much as when any person whom he met in 
the strect, strove to avoid him, because he 
thought that such a person hadinot a good 
conscience. One day when he Was at Ber- 
lin, he saw a well-dressed man, who passed 
him quickly and ran into a house. The 
king instantly went afier him: * Why did 
you run away from me?’ asked the mon- 
arch, angrily. ‘I did not see your Majes- 
ty,’ answered the man quite coufused; ‘I 
was in a hurry for fear of losing a lesson 
that Ihave to give in this house.’ * What 
are youthen ?? * A dancing master.’ * Well 
then, dance a Saraband before m= directly.’

The first is only remarkable for its frivolity 
and stupidity. We are surprised that the 
advisers of this weak prince should have 
sanctioned the publication of a work from 
his own hands, in the midst of a polished 
and literary people, which is penned in the 
worst possible taste, and which evinces a 
weak head, if not a bad heart. But it 
ought not to excite surprise, when the same 
individual is not only permitted to write 
and print silly and puerile books, but to 
govern an enlightned population of thirty 
millions. 

his tract is a relation, by the king, of 
his successful attempt to escape, and of the 
events of his journey to Bruxelles and Co- 
blents in 1791. Itis interesting only so 
far as it tends to discover the personal char- 
acter of a monarch who has been closely 
identified with the French politics since the 
Restoration.

It, however, declines, to renew 
the ordinary forms of diplomatic intrcourse by an 
embassy at Constantinople until the Porte shall 
poi into a train of execution its promise to evacu- 
ate Wallachia and Moldavia, to grant the inhabit- 
ants of those provinces the privileges conferred 
upon them by treaties, and to arrange the other 
points in dispute, « The tanguage of Count Nessel- 
rode is moderate, and is at least respectable on 


‘the part of Russia, whether it be her purpose to 


icmporize, Or to re-establish peace. 

Intelligence from St. Petersburgh to the 18th 
of May, states the affairs between the Porte and 
Russia were in.an amicable train. The Porte had 
given orders for the entire evacuation of Walla 
chia aud Mdldavia. 

An article. from Nuremberg, dated Aug. 20th, 
says: “ The private intelligence from Constanti- 
nople is in direct upposition to toe information 
from the capital contained in the Austrian jour- 
nals. Merchants and others write that they mo- 
mently expect some new catastrophe; that the 
Janissaries begin to get the upper hand and appear 
determined to give themselves up to all kinds of 
excesses, The Europeans are very much alarmed 
and remain shut up in their houses. The Grand 
Seignor is himself afraid, and dare not take any 
energetic measures, The demands of Russia ap- 
pear to be of such a character that they will not 
be accepted by the Divan.” 

DEATH OF THE POPE. 

Pope Pius VIL. died at Rome on the morning of 
the 19th of Aug. at the age of 83. He had held 
the office for a great number of years.. He recei- 
ved the sacrament ofthe Extreme Unction, from 
she hands of the Cardinal Bortozzoli,lost ihe pow- 
er of speech, and expired at baif past 6 o'clock ; 
his last words were in refusing to take a refreshing 
beverage offered to him. 


“Lhave now no other care on this earth but 
that of my soul, and to render unto God, an ac- 
eount of my long life.” 


A letter from Rome says, “ According to im- 
memorial custom, the body of the Pope will lie 
in state for nine days,in an illuminated chapel. 
‘The burial will take place on the 9th day, and 
on the 10th the sacred college will assemble in 
conclave. Arrangements are making forthe first 
formalities observed at the election of a Pope. 
The foreign cardinals will be admitted to the con- 
clave on the first or second day after their arrival 
at Rome. Cardinal Pecca, Camerlingo of the 
Koman Catholic religion, has taken the temporal 
government of the States of the Church.” 

Dreadful volcanic eruplion.--The Government 
of Batavia has received a detailed account of the 
volcanic Galuengueng, in October last —In this 
terrible visitation 4011 persons perished, and 114 
campongs were destroyed and 5361 injured ; the 
number of coffee trees destroyed amount to 
775,795, those injured to 3,871,742; 2,983 rice 
plantations were totally destroyed and 5,361 in. 
jured.

£450,000 francs to the persons iv their employ in 


consequence of the success in their late opera- 
tions in the French Reutes The net profit of 
this single operation is computed at four millions 
of francs.

Flax, I thought the most modern mode of | 





of thy readers. 

begs pas fate a pond or vat, of the size" 
suited to the crop raised, let the flax be pla- 

ced therein in bundles, with sufficient water 

to cover the whole three or four inches. 

On the flax some refuge boards, which are 

to be covered with sods, so as to exclude 

the sun and air. Should the weather prove 

warm, in four days it will be found retted, 

which is readily ascertained by drying a 

few stalks and trying them in the usual 

manner. Should it not prove sufficiently 

retted it must be tried daily until it be so 

found, which seldom exceeds the fifth day, 
unless the water is extremely cold in which 

it is immersed. When it is in a proper 
state, remove the sods and boards and take 
your bundles to anew mown sward and 

spread them, and when perfectly dry, house 
it, and it is ready for breaking. In forming 
the pond or vat, care must be taken to pre- 
vent the escape of the water therefrom, and 

to exclude the entrance of any, after the ret- 
ting has commenced. 

This mode has several advantages over 
dew retting- 1. Epedition. 2. No danger 
of losing the crop. It will yield 10 or i5 
per cent more flax, and will sell for one cent 
per pound more at market, and likewise the 
facilities in bleaching it will be considerably 
increased. If several farmers would join 
in forming the pond or vat, the expense to 
each would be found trivail.

Properties of the Apple.—The venera- 
ble T. Pickering, in his address to the Agri- 
cultural Society, expresses himself in the 
following language relative to the proper- 
ties of the Apple: 

After providing a proportion of Apples 
for the table and the ordinary purposes of 
cookery, I do not hesitate to express my 
opinion, that for all other uses, sweet apples 
are entitled to the preference. The best 
cider 1 ever tasted in this country, was 
made wholly of sweet apples. ‘They afford 
also a nourishing food to man and domestic 
animals. What furnishes a more delicious 
repast than a rich sweet apple baked and 
eaten in milk? I recollected the observa- 
tion made to me by an observing farmer, 
before the American Revolution, that no- 


‘thing would fatten cattle faster than sweet 


apples. 

Mentioning this, a few years, to a gentle- 
‘man of my acquaintance, in an adjoining 
state, he informed me that he was once ad- 
vised to give sweet apples to a sick horse. 
Happening then to have them in plenty, the 
horse was served with them, and he soon 
got well, and continuing to be fed with them 
he fattened faster than any other horse he 
had ever owned that was fed with any other 
food.—Mentioning to the same gentleman 
what Ihad long before heard, that good 
mullasses might be made of sweet apples, 
he confirmed the fact by an instance within 
his own knowledge. 

The process is very simple. The ap- 
ples being ground, and the juce expressec! 
at the cider-mill, it is immediately boiled. 
and the scum being taken off, the boiling ig
